Legion Urging 


Conscription of 


All Resources 


Indianapolis, Ind.—A resolution 


condemning the attempt in the Unit- 
ed States senate to pass a measure 
that would conscript alone the" man 
power of the nation in the event of 
War, .was unanimously adopted by 
the national executive committee of 
the American Legion at its semi- 
annual meeting here recently. 


The Legion points to the fact that 


for ten years the Legion has been 
urging the enactment of what is 
known as the Universal Draft act 
to make certain that in the future 
there shall be no profiteers and no 
slackers and that the entire nation 
shall be mobilized for national de- 
fense, and that now is the time to 
pass this legislation. 


"We urge immediate considera- 


tion and enactment into law of the 
Reed-Wainwright resolution, which 
will carry this into effect," Com- 
mander McNutt said. 
"Mobiliza- 


tion of-the maiihood of the country, 
ignoring the wealth and 'industry 
necessary for success, means that 
the lessons of the great war and the 
sacrifices made have been forgotten. 
Pass the Reed-Wainwright resolu- 
tion." 


Covina valley citrus growers and 


all agriculturists generally are hail- 
ing with relief a report just issued 
by Harold J. By an, Los Angeles 
county horticultural .commissioner, 
that California has not the slightest 
trace of Mediterranean fruit fly in- 
festation. 


Ryan, who is in 'charge of the 


southern counties inspection of a 
state-wide survey conducted by the 
state department of agriculture and 
the horticultural commissioners of 
the various counties, has just com- 
pleted a searching preliminary in- 
spection. 


Defensive plans are being formu- 


lated upon the finding of this survey, 
to preclude the possibility of the 
peat crossing the state borders. 


Thousands of specimens of various 


insects have been taken for entouol- 
ogrcal determination in this, inspec- 
tion, without finding a trace of the 
dreaded .pest. 
~" Horticultural commissioners of the1 
eight southern counties have issued 
detailed instructions for the survey, 
to more than 150 district and special 
inspectors under their -direction. 
These men are making daily inspec- 
tions in packinghouses, 
markets, 


vegetable plantings and orchards 
having mature fruit. 


In addition to the regular inspec- 


tion forces, it is-estimated that more 
than 400 men will be at work .con- 
tinuously, looking for the fly in the 
various fruit 'crops approaching ma- 
turity. All these workers are under 
the direct supervision of the hor- 
ticultural commissioners in the re- 
spective counties,

The men in the field are making 


daily reports, which are regularly 
submitted at weekly intervals to the 
county headquarters, thru . which 
office all specimens taken by the 
local workers are carefully studied 
by experts.

$257,000,000 of new. money in the 
first thirteen days of this month 
and got back only about $89,000,000 
In the same period of last July, the 
total emission of currency was but 
$95,00,000.

This disposition, very strongly evi- 
denced in most parts of the coun- 
try, is just opposite to expectation, 
for it was feared that hoarding of 
the new money would be encoun- 
tered at the beginning.

Foreign- 
Born," the survey having been com- 
piled by Mrs. Coman as her annual 
report to the County Public Wel- 
fare commission, of which she is a 
member. 


Speaking of "compiling," some, 


very interesting facts concerning the 
comprehensive program of work and 
education being. carried on by the 
W. C. T. U. have recently bean gath- 
-ered together. So here are a few 
such facts for general enlighten- 
ment. Scheduled local W. C. T. U. 
meetings 'average at least 400 daily, 
every dtty in the year. This does not 
include officers' meetings, board and 
special meetings, annual conventions 
of county 'and state organizations, 
jtor the .3000 institutes held annual- 
ly, for training in civic and religious 
work. 
. 


Child welfare work is carried on 


by the W. C. T. U. under 1Q63 direc- 
tors and .3500 study classes. The 
organization operates 37 social cen- 
ters in cities with large immigrant 
population, and this department has 
475 teachers and 900 social workers; 
it also conducts 26 mothers' clubs 
and three times as many boys' clubs. 


Citizenship work occupies several 


thousand W. C. T. U.. women in 4!j 


states, who hold over 5000 such 
meetings a year. In specialized reli- 
gious-work the organization holds 
nearly 50,000 devotional Or evangel- 
istic meetings a year and distributes 
at least 25,000 Bibles annually. The 
W. C. T. U. operates 500 exhibits at 
county and state fairs and establish- 
es day nurseries during those gath- 
erings'. An old • and well established 
department introduces health topics 
and talks at 100,000 meetings every 
yeat. 


In twenty years more than 2,000,- 


000 school children have "spoken 
pieces/' for- medals offered by the 
W. C. T, U.. This past year alone, 
70,000 children have prepared or are 
preparing for such contests; nearly 
1,000,000 high school and college stu- 
dents have entered contests with 
essays on some phase of scientific 
temperance. The W. C. T. U. spon- 
sors 3000 meetings as a part of its 
anti-narcotic educational campaign 
under 1300 directors. 


W. C. T. U. women visit at least. 


1,000,000 patients in hospitals and 
institutions each year. They give an- 
nually at least 300,-flOO garments to 
those in distress, and they will take 
100,000 invalids to ride this year. 
They make annually 5000 visits to 
prisons with comfort and encourage- 
ment for those unfortunate. In addi- 
tion, as in southern California, the 
organization maintains special chari- 
ties or homes for ttie friendless and 
aged.

All told there are 23 departments 


-of civic, educational' anfi religious 
work in the W. 0. .T. U.,'practically 
"all of the work being done Without 
compensation. 


Finally, the W. C. T. U. maintains 


a publishing house Of its own, which 
distributed 25,000,000 pieces of liter- 
ature last year, and in addition is- 
sues a weekly magazine, "The Union 
Signal," founded by Frances Wil- 
lard; also a monthly magazine for 
children, "The 
Young Crusader." 


In addition each state organization 
publishes a monthly paper., These 
total over a million circulation. 
"The

Bibbon," sending out'between thir- 
teen and fourteen thousand each 
month, Mrs. Mary M. Coman, editor 
and business manager, is published 
here in Covina and has been for the 
past eighteen years.

From All Bugs, and Other Insects, 


Good Lord Deliver Us 


For all that man has been able to 


do there is nothing to prevent ic> 
sects from increasing in such num- 
bers as to eventually rule the world. 
There is no known destructive insect 
which man has succeeded in control- 
ling. All of them have been more 
widely distributed and given the 
opportunity to increase in numbers 
thru man's activities. 


'fhese facts have just been point- 


ed out by Professor E. O. Essig of 
University 
of California depart- 


ment of entomology in an artiele 
written for the Scientific Monthly. 


He sajrs in part: "The dominance 


of man in this age of the world is 
evident in many respects. That he 
•now effectually rules the land, air 
and water cannot be denied. That 
he has at least partly subjugated 
other living forms may be admit- 
ted. But the story is not yet con- 
cluded. In the world of minute or- 
ganisms, what has been done to 
subjugate the millions of pestifer- 
ous bacteria and protozoans, some 
of which at times cause man to ap- 
pear 
helpless? 
And the 
fungus 


diseases which continue to 'cut down 
his food supply? At best he can only 
temporarily stay their advance." 


Concerning the present status of 


the fight against many of the com- 
mon pests, he says: "The San Jose 
scale was introduced into California 
prior to 1873 by a prominent and 
wealthy citizen who admired the 
beauty of the Nipponese flowering 
fruit trees. la a few years it ravag- 
ed every deciduous frutt orchard 
thruout the United States and Can- 


ada, and not stopping there, has 
since spread to all the temperate 
regions of the world. The coddling 
moth, the gipsy moth, the brown tail 
moth, the ' cpttony cushion scple, 
black scale, red scale, and scales of 
other hues, the cotton bo]] woevi}, 
pink boll worm, the Japanese beetle, 
the granary 
weevil, rice weevil, 


vegetable weevil,- Hessian fly, chinch 
bug, sugar cane leaf-hopper, and in 
fact, every serious insect pest has a 
similar past. Every one of them has 
its distribution extended; its food 
supply .enlarged, its activities in- 
creased, and its numbers greatly 
multiplied by man. I can think of 
too instance where a notable decrease 
in_ distribution or numbers from the 
original status or numbers of any 
insect has been brot about by the 
Human raeef Therefore, it appears 
that the entomological propheta of 
our times, who predict a winning 
contest for the insects, have some 
basis for their arguments. 


"The insects have so far main- 


tained themselves on this earth much 
longer than any other living type 
of higher animals, and much longer 
than man. For this reason it may be 
assumed that insects- are capable of 
withstanding a much greater var- 
iety of conditions than the human 
race. 


"The great task now ahead of 


man is to do away with the .-destruc- 
tive smaller forms of life. To me 
this task does not seem hopeless. 
Ours is not the menial chore so often 
alluded to as 'chasing bugs,' but 
rather the gigantic task of saving 
the human race,"

Then who did pay? 
The merchant that did not advertise paid for his com- 


petitor's advertising. He not only paid for the other fel- 
low's advertising but he paid out of his cash drawer the 
profit his competitor made on the sale. The merchant 
that doesn't advertise pays the advertising bill for the 
one that does. He pays in loss of sales and los,s of profits.

County Prisoners 


Earn Their Keep 


There were '973 county jail prison- 


ers who served penalties for various 
misdemeanors against the 'law by 
working at the sheriff's detention 
camps during the year ending July 
1, 1929, according to the announce- 
ment of Sheriff Wm. I. -Traeger. 
These men helped in building several 
iniles of' roadway thru the Sierra 
Madre mountains at different loca- 
tions. They received wages of 50c 
a day for their labor and had five 
days commutted 
from their sen- 


tences for each month of work they 
put in. The difference between the 
wages paid the prisoners and the net 
value of their road-building, it is 
claimed, has entirely offset the cost 
of keeping the prisoners. 


The 
sheriff's 
detention camps 


were first started by Traeger in 1921 
and total six at present. Since that 
time, 4,34,8 men have served their 
time in^Hese' camps. The prisoners 
are not snack\ed or watched by arm- 
ed guards;' Hardly, ever does one try 
to escape. According to the sheriff, 
the camp life has improved the pris- 
oners physically and mprally, while 
at the same time they have served 
to remove the cost-burden of the 
prisoners' keep from the taxpayers.

"Where nearly all construction in 


some of the older resorts is of the 
haphazard type, with flimsy build- 
ings erected with no idea of perma- 
nency, San Clemente is built sub- 
stantially down to the smallest de- 
tail,, the property-owners are point- 
ing out.

We made our escape around Alea- 


traz. island without being detained 
by the government and hit north. 
for 
the 
Redwood highway. 
The 


country north of San Francisco was 
a revelation to me. I expected to 
see considerable desert, but it^ is a 
rolling eoxintry full of scevsery, and 
every mile offers something new. 
D. A. Fesler was the ambitious one 
of the party, starting from home 
at 2 a. m. and driving to Santa Rosa 
the first day, a distance of over 500 
miles. Just before you reach Santa 
Rosa you pass thru the Valley of 
the Moon, the estate of the late 
Jack London. Santa Rosa is the 
scene of the activities of Irather 
Burbank and, in his case at least, 
familiarity did not breed contempt, 
for he was greatly respected and 
loved by those who lived near him. 


The Redwood highway is a scenic 


wonder without a competitor. The 
miles and miles of splendid roads 
threading thru those monarchs of 
the wood gives you a thrill never to 
be forgotten. Some of the road is 
a bit crooked, but on the whole it is 
fine and very popular with the mo- 
torists. 


When we passed into Oregon we 


found the one-man road grader func- 
tioning. It consists of the regular 
road grader pushed along by a Ford- 
son trsctor and works wonders with 
those gravel roads. 


Recent rains has kept the country 


green, and wild flowers and berries 
grow in profusion. The hills are cov- 
ered with ferns and the effect is sub- 
lime. The streams are running full 
and I fancy there never comes a 
time when they are dry like ours. 


We spent a day motoring around 


Coos bay, visiting the lumber mills 
and camps. Great paper mills turn 
out paper products and you wonder 
what they can do with it all. Men 
work at top speed and I was agree- 
ably surprised at the character of 
the' workmen we met up with. Most 
of them are men of families, living 
in the towns and motoring out to 
their work, often twenty-five miles 
or more away. One big mill special- 
ized in cedar, while another made 
wood separators for batteries. You 
would think they could over-stock 
the market in a week, yet they are 
running full time. 


What will be the fate of this coun- 


try after the timber is cutf Much 
of it has been reforested, but it takes 
centuries to grow a tree of any size 
and much of the land is too moun- 
tainous to be farmed. There are 
acres of land that might be farmed 
if the stumps were removed, but the 
cost is prohibitive, so they clear it 
as best they can and seed it down 
to pasture and get some» gpod_ out of 
it in that way. The >soil is very 
fertile and dairying is their best bet, 
and you see large barns with silos, 
giving the country the earmarks of 
prosperity, tho they will tell you that 
they are having hard sledding to 
make a go of it. If I were a cow. 
and had any choice in the matter, I 
would want to live in Oregon. They 
have many lions in that country— 
"dandelions." 


In the timbered country of the 


north you see great stacks of four- 
foot wood piled up on the sidewalks, 
which is the supply of fuel for the 
winter. 


Where the lumber companies have 


gotten in. their work the country 
takes on a desolated look, but where 
the timber is not molested it is a 
wonderful sight. In the more inac- 
cessible places it takes a fortune in 
eqhipment to get the logs to the 
streams, where they are floated down 
to the mills. We spent a day at 


Myrtle point out in the woods watch 
ing thtril drag the logs down the 
mountaip sides with the powerful 
donkey engines anffsuspended cables, 
often a half mile in length. Jusi 
how they get those donkey engines 
up in those inaccessible places is 
beyond me; but then there are the 
suspended cables from the tops of 
trees and alt that. It sure is a sight 
worth seeing. When you see the en- 
gineering feats accomplished by man 
you wonder how he does it. The men 
who' fell tho trees are real artists 
at their business and can throw a 
tree about any way they want it. 
After the logs ave hauled to the 
road or stream, they burn the brush 
and cuttings and this is fatal to the 
small trees remaining. Cheap lumber 
is a thing of the past and must of 
necessity become more expensive as 
they have to go farther afield for it. 


The highway from Portland to 


Seattle is every foot cement pave- 
ment and a wonderful drive. 


Our friends the mosquitos are 


plentiful along the streams and you 
get many bites from them. The 
north is the fisherman's paradise and 
some of the stories are in the super- 
lative degree, but I sure saw lots 
of fish and fed on them to my satis- 
faction. 
From Seattle to Vancouver, B. C., 


is a paved highway every foot of 
the way. and this metropolis of the 
north is WET. We were there on a 
Saturday 
evening and saw many 


drunks.' They say most of them are 
from the U. S., but when you see 
Chinamen reeling along you doubted 
the truth of this assertion. The brief 
time I was there convinced me that 
it would be a sad day for us if our 
country was wet. 


One. hundred and fifty-six miles 


north of San Francisco is reported 
to be the largest lemon orchard in 
the world. If lemons can be grown 
commercially in this particular spot, 
then there are miles of similar coun- 
try that can be set out. Whatever 
the possibilities of the country, the 
owners are schemers and the}' have 
copywrited and patented the Jumbo 
lemon, which is a hit. They build 
these gigantic lemons and lease them 
to dispensers, who enter into a con- 
tract to use their lemons and in that 
way they get rid of tons of fruit that 
could not be shipped. Last winter 
their fruit all froze, so they are 
getting their supply from 
other 


sources. 


We had no difficulty in buying 


Florida grapefruit in Washington 
and Oregon-.'and much of it was 
frozen^and dry. It is a.scabby, dirty 
looking fruit ,qnd might easily :bring 
that country/'ii lot qf grief 'from the 
dreaded "Me^JJterranean fl^; At the 
U. S.' -border* Ve^nriderwen't'-a 'rigicf 
inspection on oujj return and not a 
few came to grief'"'with their posses- 
sions. Fruit •••inspectors gave us a 
good occe over at the border on each 
state and we .left behind some very 
fine cherries and other fruits we 
had accumulated in transit. When 
we told them TVC were orange grow- 
ers in the south and that they could 
not make the inspection too rigid, 
they cased up .on us and turned their 
attention to the more grouchy that 
resented having their luggage "paw- 
ed over," as one fellow put it. 


On our retujn from Canada, where 


we were inspected, they showed us 
Florida oranges with plenty of pur- 
ple scale on them. While we could 
not get by with any of it at the 
border, they offer you plenty of it 
when you are in the state, and that 
proves that the U. S. is more inter- 
ested in quarantine than the states. 
Oregon and Washington are sure 
asleep at the switch in this matter.

Secured at Local Fire Hall

Between now and August 15. every driver of a motor vehicle 


who has not been issued a driver's license since January, 1927, 
must get a, new license. For the convenience of the citizens these 
examinations are being held in all municipalities. 


If you have an operator's card that was made out prior to 


January, 1927, you can get it renewed at any time during the day 
by going to the Covina fire hall, where an attendant will furnish 
the blanks. If you are taking out a driver's license for the first 
time, you must go to the city hall in Covina on Tuesdays between 
two and five o'clock.

Made Plain on 
Headlight Glare 


SACRAMENTO, July IS.—Driv- 


ing with glaring or dazzling head- 
lights any place in California will 
be a misdemeanor when the new 
motor vehicle act becomes effective 
August 14th. 


The division of motor vehicles an- 


nounced today that citations would 
be handed 
all drivers with such 


lights after that date and that court 
appearances would be required. 


Declaring it his intention to use 


:he new law as a means of riddiag 
he highways of glaring lights, Chief 
Prank G. Snook is preparing to in- 
struct 
all traffic 
officers that the 


new law will be strictly enforced. 


Snook explained that the new law 


permits an officer to stop any car 
when he has reasonable grounds for 
believing it has glaring or dazzling 
lights.
